Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Secrion 1. That the following sums of money be
and the same are hereby appropriated out of any money
iu the treasury belonging to the general revenue fund,
not otherwise appropriated, viz :
First.—To Mathias Theis (Hartman), for value of
horse taken by order of Brigadier General Sibley, in In-
dian campaign which died in and from the effects of the
sorvice, one hundred and twenty five dollars ($125 00). Appropriadon
Second.~—To Mathius Mergens, for damages to horse""“:‘h‘:‘r‘d';""
taken by order of Brigadier General Sibley, in Indian foes -
campaign, ninety dollars (390 00).
Third.—To Ferdivand Monte, tor boarding and sup-
plies furnished to soldiers of the twenty-fifth regiment of
Wisconsin voluntcers during the Indian campaign of one
thousand eight bundred and sixty-two, one huudred and
eight dollars ($108 00).
